Regarding claim 1, none of the prior arts of record, in combination or individual, 
show or make it obvious a method of suppressing a narrow-band interference in a 
broadband communication system comprising a noise signal formed in the frequency 
band (F.sub.O, F.sub.1) in the transmission channel of a broadband communication 
system is power-modulated by a given modulation technique at a modulation frequency 
F.sub.mod « (F.sub.1 -F.sub.O) and passed through a propagation medium, wherein 
two signals are obtained and multiplied and wherein the resultant signal is filtered in 
the frequency band [.DELTA. F.sub.nar, (F.sub.l-F.sub.O)] and the envelope of the 
signal obtained by filtration in the frequency band [.DELTA. F.sub.nar, (F.sub.1- 
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F.sub.O)] is separated in order to be subsequently demodulated and to give an 
information signal.
